BRI TAIN TO GIVE 
DIVORCE TO POOR 
AT BARGAIN RATE 


Will Open New Courts 
to Hear Suits. 


LONDON, Ang. 12.—()—A “ five 
pound ($24.25) divorce ” for “ poor per- 
sons” is seen as a possibility in the 
Supreme court’s proposal to extend 
the number of Assize courts at which 
divorce proceedings brought by a “poor 
person” and undefended divorce suits 
may be heard. 

A “poor person” is defined as one 
earning not more than 4 nds ($19.50) 
a week and whose capi does not ex- 
ceed 100 pounds ($485). 

The new order, which is expected to 
become operative Jan. 1 in twenty-four 
provincial towns, will save applicants 
for divorce from the necessity of trav- 
eling to London or to the nearest di-' 
vorce Assize court, which may be at 
considerable distance from the appli- 
cant’s home, thus saving heavy travel- 
ing expenses. 


Divorce Suits Swamp Courts. 
LONDON, Aug. 12.—[U.N.]—Divorce 
actions are deluging British courts 
faster than the judiciary can handle 
them. Increasing acceptance of a 
single standard between men and 
women is responsible for many suits. 
Women are blamed for the mounting 
number of actions not because of 
their misdeeds but because they now 
are on an even footing with men 
with regard to obtaining divorces and 
seem to be taking advantage of it. 
Twelve hundred husbands and wives 
already have swarmed into the Lon- 
don divorce courts this year, and there 
still are four months of 1925 to go. 
Waiting petitions are stacked in heaps 
a foot high on many judicial desks. 
For many of these there is no hope 
for decision this year. The mill simply 
cannot handle more grist than it now 
is grinding. 
Issue Decrees by Wholesale. 
Whole batches of suits sometimes 
are disposed of almost simultaneously, 
on the wholesale principle. Ninety- 
six decrees nisi were made absolute 
in one snappy day’s work not long 
ago.

Dr. Alice Hamil- 
ton, in “ Induatelal Poisons in the United 
States,” says: ‘If people breathe air aoe- 
taining one part earbon disulphide in one 
million, dulinegg and confusion come on in 
a few hours. [Jf the strength is increased 
fifty per cent, headache comes on in half 
an hour. If it ig doubled, headache develéps 
at once. If it ip trebdled, eevere apmptoms 
and unconsciousness come on after half an 
hour.”’ 

Chronic carbon disulphide poisoning is more 
general and mope serious. Cold vulcanizing 
ie more harmful than the other method. At 
the same time, the danger of the vulcanizing 
trade ie not great. Even a fair regard for 
ventilation requirements makes the industry 
reasonably safe.

Eskimos in Etah, Greenland, last 
night rendered a musical program by 
radio which was rebroadcast from Ar- 
lington Heights, a suburb, into Chicago 
by telephone and distinctly heard in 
the Chicago office of the Associated 
Press. 

A phonograph selection came 
through clearly while listeners here 
were informed that the Eskimo quar- 
tet, Imyou-Getook, Kangak, Nu-Kani- 
nawa and Ab-Kom-Oing-Wa, had ren- 
dered “The Song of Snow Bunting,” 
“Song of the Raven,” and “Song of 
the Fox.” 

The voices were distinct, but no one 
ventured an opinion on the enuncia- 
tion. 


The Eskimo program was broadcast 


on a 40 meter wave length from sta- 
tion WAP, aboard the 8S. 8S. Peary, 
ship of the MacMillan expedition at 
Etah. It was received by station 9XN 
of the Zenith Radio corporation. 

Through head phones at 9XN, the 
program was transmitted by telephone 
to the Chicago listeners. The recep- 
tion was so clear that arrangements 
were made immediately to broadcast 
the rest of the program to radio listen- 
ers throughout the country by rebroad- 
casting at 2 a. m., eastern time, on a 
higher wave length through station 
WJAZ.

Lots of Liquor on Hand.

Wausau, Wis., Aug. 12.—[Special.]—

lets, villages and cities have the same 
booze problem as the great tmdustrial 
and commercial centers. On a smaller 
scale, of course, but so far as the phe- 
nomenon of moon and boot is con- 
cerned, cities like La Crosse and Wau- 
sau are much like Chicago, and Wich- 
ite, Kas. and Des Moines, la. are 
essentially no different from New 
York. 

The country regions are predomi- 
nantly dry. They put the eighteenth 
amendment over on the great metro- 
politan areas. But under prohibition 
they are experiencing the same disre- 
gard for Mr. Volistead and his act as 
are the great cities. _ 

Farm Stills Busy. 

Out on the farm, stills are running 
and moon is dripping from the worm 
in areas that used to be dry and 
@usty. Bootlegging is a thriving in- 
dustry, and at many a filling station 
and hotel and soft drink parlor and 
garage the traveler needs drop only a 
casual question to get a drink. 

In 4,506 miles by automobile through 
nine states, nearly every country news- 
paper we have picked up has contained 
items about bootleggers. This may 
sound like an exaggerated generality, 
but it isn’t. Home made stuff is being 
cooked and sold. The well to do, if they 
drink, have a bottle or so of high grade 
stuff of more or less authenticity, on 
the pantry shelf. but the hired man 
has to rely on moon. 


Drink Synthetic Stuff. | 

Just now the drift toward synthetic 

stuff is rapid in the interior communi- 
ties, just as it is in New York and 
Chicago. Drinkers are skeptical of 
Scotch. 
’ It has been a source of amusement, 
as well as of information on this trip, 
to propound to bankers, business men, 
mechanics, and others the question: 
“How do you get a drink in this 
town?” Almost invariably the Sama- 
ritan instinct is evoked. 

“Why, do you want a drink? I 
guess you can be fixed up, all right.”’

Arican Women Arrested. 


They engaged two Arican women in 
conversation and learned that these 
women were later arrested and taken 
to the police station. On the same aft- 
ernoon Miss Wambaugh filed through 
the cable office at Arica an account of 
the incident to her father, Prof. Eu- 
gene Wambaugh, a member of the 
Harvard law college faculty, with the 
request that he make the same public. 

Less than an hour later the message 
was returned to Miss Wambaugh by 
the Chilean censor, who said that it 
was impossible to transmit it in view 
of the contents. He made-no further 
explanation. Availing herself of the 
only remaining means of free commu- 
nication, Miss Wambaugh filed her mes- 
sage from the S. 8S. Ucayali’s wireless 
station to the Peruvian station near 
Arequipa, from where it was transmit- 
ted to Lima dnd thence by cable to 
Prof. Wambaugh. , 


Here Is Cable. 


It reads as follows: 

“ Wambaugh, Williamstown, Mass.: 
Spies follow us everywhere. The Peru- 
vian inhabitants are terrorized, and 
they dare not speak tous. Two women 
were jailed for speaking to us. The 
military control is absolute. The Chil- 
ean governor of Arica today decreed 
that no inhabitants can go from town 
to country or contrariwise without a 
special police permit which they must! 
show at every picket post, and they 
can travel Only by designated roads 
patrolled by carbineers. 

“If the Chilean troops do not evacu- 
ate Arica, it will be the grave of the 
Monroe Doctrine. Note, the Chilean 
censor refuses to pass this, so am relay-

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SISTER OF SLAIN 
GIRL TELLS RUSE 
FOR FATAL ‘DATE’ 


Says Costello Posed as a 
Detective. 


(Pictare on back page.) 

A large blue handkerchief with 
white polka dots and a small, very 
earnest girl did their bit yesterday 
toward the conviction of Raymond 
“ Baldy Costello. The trial of Cos- 
tello is proceeding before Judge Charles 
A. Williams. He is charged with the 
murder that climaxed the brutal at- 
tack on 16 year old Madeline White, 
whose bruised body, with the blue, 
white dotted handkerchief stuffed down 


her throat, was found under the porck 
at 6931 South La Salle, on the morn- 
ing of July 10. 

And that bit of handkerchief was 
important, in the opinion of Assistant 
State’s Attorneys William McSwiggzgin 
and Henry Ayers, who are demanding 
the death penalty for Costello. 


Taken From Girl’s Mouth. 


For the handkerchief, identified by 
Coroner’s Physician Joseph Springer 
as the one which he “had to use 
force to pull out of the dead girl's 
mouth,” so firmly had it been imobed- 
ded in her throat, later was identified 
by Madeline’s sister, Genevieve, as 
the one she had seen Costello wear- 
ing the night of the murder.

The barn was enveloped in flames an 
instant after the lightning struck, as 
it was stocked with a large supply of 
hay and straw. Although employés of 
the farm were nearby, they were un- 
able to rescue the horses because of 
the flames. They did, however, rescue 
4 filly foal out of Bonnie Mary, by 
Ambassador IV., and a colt foal out of 
Rahu by Omar Khayyam. 

The Paris fire department was called, 
but when it arrived the building was 
burned almost to the ground. 

No valuation could be placed upon 
four horses, but as the brood mares 
are among the most noted in the coun- 
try, they are worth many thousands 
of dollars.
